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HE Writer of this ingenious Difcourfe obferves^ in 
__ the firft place, that the Circajfians, Georgians ^ and 
other JJiaticks, have introduced this Pradice of procuring 
the Small- p0x by a fort of Inoculation, for about the fpace 
of forty Years, among the Turks and others at Conftanti'^ 
Mople. 

That altho' at firfl; the more prudent were very cautious 
in the ufe of this Pradice ; yet the happy Succefs it has 
been found to have in thoufands of Subjeds for thefe eight 
Years paft, has now put it out of all fufpicion and doubt; 
fince the Operation having been performed on Perfbns of all 
Ages, Sexes, and different Temperaments, and even in the 
word Conftitution of the Air, yet none have been found 
to die of the Small-Pox; when at the fame time it was very 
mortal when it feized the Pacient the common way, of 
which half the affected dy'd. This he attells upon his own 
Obfervation. 

Next he obferves, they that have this Inoculation pra- 
ctifed upon them, are fubjed: to very flight Symptoms, 
fome being fcarce fenfible they are ill or fick; and what 
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is valued by the Fair, it never leaves any Scars or Pics in 
the Face. 

rhe Method of the Operation is thus. Choice being 
made of a proper Contagion, the Matter of the PufiiJcs 
is to be communicated to the Perfon propofed to take the 
Infedion ; whence it has, metaphorically^, the name of InH- 
tion or inoculation. For this purpofe they make choice of 
fbme Boy, or young Lad, of a (bund healthy Tempera- 
ment, that is feized with the common Smd'i^Fox (of che 
diftind, not Flux fort^ on the twelfth or thirteenth day from 
the beginning of his Sicknefs ; they with a Needle prick 
the Tubercles (chiefly thofe on the Shins and Hams) and 
prefs out the Matter coming from them into ibnie conve- 
nient Veflel of Glafs, or the like, to receive it ; it is con- 
venient to wafli and clean the VelTei fitft with warm Wa- 
ter : A convenient quantity of this Matter being thus col- 
hdicd, is to be ftop'd cloie, and kept warm in che Bofom 
of the Perfon that carries it, and, as foon as may be, 
brought to the place of the expeding future Patientt 

The Patient therefore being in a warm Chamber, the 
Operator is to make fevcral Uttle Wounds w^ith a Needle, 
in one, two or more places of the Skin, till (ome drops of 
Blood follow, and immediately drop out fome drops of the 
Matter in the Glafs, and mix it well with the Blood iflu- 
ing out ; one drop of the Matter is fuiiicienc for each place 
prick'd, Thefe Pundtures are made indifferently in any of 
the flelliy Parts, but fucceed befl in the Mufcles of the 
Arm or Radius. The Needle js to be a threc-edg'd Surgeon's 
Needle 5 it may likewife be performed with a Lancet: The 
cuftom is to run the Needle tranfverfe, and rip up the Skin 
a little, that there may be a convenient dividing of the 
Part, and the mixing of the Matter with the Blood more 
eafily perform'd ; which is done, either with a blunt Stile, 
or an Ear-picker : The Wound is cover'd with half a V¥al- 
init^lliell, or the like Concave VeiTel, and bound over, that 
the Matter be not rub*d of! by the Garments 5 which is all 
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removed in a few Hours. The Patient is to take care of 
his Diet. In this place the Cuftom is to abftain wholly 
from Flefli and Broath or 10 or 2,5 days» 

This Operation is performed, either in the beginning of 
the Winter, or in the Spring, 

Some, for caution^ order the Matter to be brought from 
the Sick by a third Perfen, left any infedion fliould be con- 
veyed by the Gloaths of the Operator 1 but this is not ma- 
terial. 

As to the Procefs of this Matter, in refped of the Mo* 
fymrafie; the Small- Pcx begins to appear Cooner infbmethaa 
if> others, in fome with greater, in others with lefler Sym- 
ptoms; but with happy vSucceft in all. In this Place the 
Efflorefcence commonly begins at the end of the feventh day* 
which feems to favour the Dodrin of Crijes, 

It was obCcr? d, in a Year when the common Small-Pox 
was very mortal, that thofe by fncifion were alfo attended 
with greater Symptoms. Of 50 Perfonsi who had the In- 
cifion made upon them almoft in the fame day, four were 
found in whom the Eruption was too fudden, the Tu- 
bercles more, and Symptoms worfe^ There was fbme fufpi- 
cion, that thefe four bad cau^it the common Small Fox be- 
fore the Incifion was made It is enough for our prefent 
purpofc, that there was not one but recovered after the fn- 
cifion.- In thofe four the Smali^Pox came near the confluent 
ihtt. At other times the inoculated ar€ diftind, few and 
fcatter'd ; commonly 10 or xo break out; here and there one 
has but 1 or ^, few htve 100 : There are fbme in whom no 
Puflule rifes, but in the Places where the Incitlon was made, 
which fweJl up into purulent Tubercles ; yet thefe have ne» 
ver had the Smal^-Pox afterwards in their whole Lives; cho' 
they have cohabited with Perfons having it. 

Iris to be noted, that a no fmaii quantity of Matter runs 
for feveral days, from the place of the inciHon. 

The Pocks arifing from this Operation are dry'd up in a 
iliort time, and fall off^ partly in thin Skins, and partly 
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contrary to the common fort, vanifh by an infcnfible waft- 
ing. 

The Matter is hardly a thick Pus, as in the common » 
but a thinner kind of Sames ; whence they rarely pic, ex- 
cept at the place of the fncifion, where the Cicatrices iefc are 
not to be worn out by time, and whofe Matter comes near 
the nature of fm. 

If an Apofteme breaks out in any (which Infants are mod 
fubjeca: to) yet there is nothing to be fear'd, for it is fafeiy 
heai'd by Suppuration. If any other Symptom happens, 'tis 
eafily cur'd by the common Remedies. 

Obferve, they fcarce ever make ufe of the Matter of the In- 
cifious Pox.for anew Incifioa« If this Inoculation be made on 
Perfons who have before had the Small- Fox, they find no alre- 
ration.and the places-prick^d prefently dry up ; except ia an ill 
Habit of Body, where poffibly a flight Inflammation and £x. 
ulceration may happen for a few days. 

To this time,he (ays, I have known but one Boy, on whom 
the Operation was perform'd,and yet he had not the: Small-Pcx, 
but without any mifchief ; and fome Months after catching 
the common fort, he did very well, It is to be obferv'd, 
that the places of the Incifion did not fwelL I fufpedi this 
Child prevented the infcrtion of the Matter, for he ftrugled 
very much under the Operation, and there wanted help to 
hold him fliil The Matter to be inferted will keep in the 
Glaft very well for i % Hours, He goes on- 

I have never obterv'd any mirdnevous Accident from this 
Incifion hitherto ; and altho' fuch Reports have been fome- 
times fpread among the Vulgar, yet having gone on pur- 
pofe to the Houfes \i hence fuch Pvumors have arifen, I have 
found the wtok to be abfoiutely falfe. 

!t is now eight Years fmce 1 have been an Eye-witncfs 
of t'.efe Operations ; and to |ive a gre^accr Proof of the 
^^dulity I have ufed in this Dilquificion, 1 fliall relate two 
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Tliere was, in a certain Family, a Boy of 3 Years old, 
affli(JJed with the Fallmg-Sickmfs, the Kings-EvU, an He- 
reditary Pox, and a long Marafmus. The Parents were de- 
firous to have the Incifion made upon him; the Small^Fox 
were thrown off with eafe; about the 40th day he dy'd of 
his Marafme, \n another Family, a Girl of 5 Years old, 
troubled with the like Fits, ftrumous, attended with an He- 
redkarj Lues, and labouring under a coHiquative Loofneft 
for three Months. The Operation was performed on this 
Child; fhe came off very well of the Smdl-Pox, which was 
all over the 15th day; on the jxd fhe dv'd of her Loof- 
ne(s, which had never left her the whole time» 

But it is true, ! never maintain d the Inoculation as a F^- 
mc£a, or Cure for all Difeafes ; nor do I think it proper 
to be attempted on Perfons like to ^i^. Some more quick- 
jfighteci, imagio'd thefe two Children were, as ufelefs Shades, 
fent to Charon by any means that could be made ufe of. If 
I couJd have colleded any more concerning this Matter, I 
iliould have imparted it candidly. 

The reft of Dr. Timonis Letter contains his Reafbns for 
this Method of Pradtice; which being the -^//W^^/V^/ Part, 
IS pubiiili'd in his own Words, as follows.
